The  cataloguer  has  taken  special  pains  to  describe 
each  lot  accurately.  Errors  will  be  corrected,  but  he  reserves  the  sole  right 
to  decide  upon  any  claims.  No  corrections  or  refunds  will  be  made,  and  no 
lots  can  be  returned,  unless  the  bidder  submits  his  case  in  writing  within  30 
days  of  the  date  of  the  sale. 

Coins  and  medals  are  sold  at  so  much  per  PIECE,  and  no  lot  will  be 
separated.
